There is no better corrective of a Peſtilential 4 
Air in Nature, than Fire; as much Experience 


amongſt the Græcians from Athiopia; for he 
commanded great Fires to be kindled throu- 
out the whole City, eſpecially in the Night- 
time, to purge away the Pollutions of the 
Air. It is believed, that a Fire made with 
Juniper-Wood or Aſh, tends much to correct 
the venemous Corruptions of the Air. The 

kindling of Sulphur and Gunpowder purify the 
Air, and drive away its Corruptions ; ſo does 
the burning of Amber, Frankincenſe, Pitch, 
&c. ſo do the Fumes of Yinegar raiſed with hot 
Irons, or Bricks. As to Diet, it is adviſable in a 
peſtilential Diſpoſition to uſe Temperance, which 
very much contributes to the Preſervation of 
Health; but all ſudden changes are dangerous; 
wherefore it is moſt dangerous to alter ſudden- 
ly the uſual Rule of Diet.

familiar to this Region; yet our Countrymen, 
both Phyſicians and Hiſtorians who lived then 
or near that time, obſerved it to have perfect 
and conſiderable Intervals; and as for the 
Space of fixty fix Years it only returned four 
times, viz. 1506, 1517, 1528, 155. It ſcarce 
ever raged above ſix Months, and ſometimes 
ended in three Months and had always a very 
moiſt Seaſon preceeding it. But every Year 


That it . every where made the grea- 


ter Slaughter of ankind; ſo that every time it 


reigned it deſtroyed in ſome Places a third Part 


of the Inhabitants. Its Malignity was ſo great, 
that as ſoon as it invaded any City, every Day 
it ſeized five or ſix Hundred, and ſcarce one in 
a Hundred of the Sick eſcaped athrft.- ©

Art. 196. The Engliſh Sweat was a Di- 
ſtemper infecting Great - Britain at certain 
times. It firſt began in the Year 1483, in 
the Army of King Henry the Seventh, when he 
arriv'd at the Port of Milford It raged in Lon- 
don from the 21ſt of September, till the latter 
end of October. And afterwards appeared five 
different Times in our Iſland, and that always 
in the Summer-rtime; firſt in 1485, then in 
1506, and then in 1517, a third time; when 
it was ſo violent, that almoſt in an inſtant, to 
wit, in three Hours, it proved mortal: Several 
of the firſt Rank, and a great many of the Po- 
pulace, died; in ſome Towns it ſwept away half 
of the Inhabitants. Then again in 1528 it re- 
turned a fourth time; when the Sick died in 
fix Hours: The Life of King Henry the Eighth 
was very much in danger; a great many of his 
Houſhold died. The Year following, v:z. 1529, 
it only once touched Holland and Germany, of 
which a great many fell. The Year 1551 was 
the laſt time it invaded England. At Weſtmin- 
ſter a hundred and twenty died every Day. At

In general, in a true Pleuriſy all the Symptoms 
are more ſevere; in an Inflammation of the Li- 
ver more remiſs.

If the Pain of 
the Head be after the manner of an Hemicra- 
nia, (ſays Cheſnear ) and poſſeſſes but a ſmall 
Space, although, if it be attended with a con- 
tinual Fever, I have found nothing better than 
the Application of a Ranunculus, Univerſals pre- 
miſed; it takes away the Pain to a Miracle: Af- 
ter this manner J uſe it: The Head being ſha- 
ved, if there is a hairy Place, let any ſticki 
Plaiſter be applied to the painful Part, with a 
Hole in the Middle as big as a Penny, as is uſu- 
al in the Application of a Cauſtict; then upon 
the Hole apply the Leaves of Ranunculus bruis'd, 
and very wet with Juice: It opens the Skin in 
the tender Place, and where the Hair is off, in 
two Hours timez but in the Head, where the 
Hairs grow, it does not eaſily open it; but the 
Part being raiſed into a Tumor, it cafes the Pain.

as they have neither aſſigned the Cauſe nor the 
Seat of the Diſtemper. It appears by the 
diſſection of Bodies dead of a Tympany, that 
the Stomach, and particularly. the larger Inte- 
ſtines, are dk diſtended, and enlarged 


to a very great Bulk ſcarce credible. I have 


frequently obſerved the Cæcum and the Colon as 
thick as a Man's Thigh, I never found the Di- 
menſions of the reſt of the Bowels, contained 
in the Abdomen, beyond what was Natural. 
In recent Tympanies I only found a little moiſt- 
ure in the Cavity of the Abdomen, and in in- 
veterate ones not above two or three Pounds 
of Water; the Quantity was ſo ſmall that 5

349 
could never be taken for the Cauſe of the Di- 
ſtemper: And therefore that moſtrous Bulk of - 
the Belly muſt be only due to the Inflation of 
the Stomach and Inteſtines. The Stomach and 
Inteſtines may be looked upon as a hollow Muſ- 
cle, to which the Air included is an Antagoniſt. 
The ſides of the Inteſtines and the Air within 
are like two elaſtic Bodies always forcing up- 
on one another. As long as theſe two Powers 
are of equal Force, the Stomach and Inteſtines 
alrernately contract themſelves, and dilate, not 
excceding their natural Dimenſions z and they 

are equal in performing their Offices, as long as 
the Equilibrium continues: But if the Syſtole 
of the ſides of the Stomach and Inteſtines, 
overpower the elaſtick Force of the included 
Air; the Tube of the Inteſtines will be con- 
tracted more than uſual: On the contrary if at 
any time the elaſtick Force of the Fibres of 
the Inteſtines is any way diminiſhed, the Air 
within will dilate the Canal too much, and the 
weaker the elaſticity of the Inteſtines is, the 
greater will their Extenſion be; which is tbe 
Original of a Tympanites. This Diſtemper is 
molt commonly incurable, by reaſon of the 
Elaſticity of thoſe Bowels loſt or very much 
diminiſhed; the Fibres too much relaxed can- 
not contract themſelves again, or at leaſt ver 
weakly: And for that reaſon the Stomach and 
Inteſtines perform their offices very imperfect- 
ly; for as much as their chief Energy and Ope- 
ration in a great Meaſure depends on the Con- 
traction, and Dilatation, and the periſtaltick 
Motion.

Where acid Hu- 
mours abound in the Jaundice or the Dropſy, I 
believe this Medicine is prevalent, becauſe they 
are tempered with the acid fixed Salt, and ſub- 
dued, and diſcharged by Urine: And on the 
contrary, where ſharp Humours have the Pre- 
heminence, a ſharp Medicine is of no value; I 
fear does harm. 


A CoLLECTIoON of Opinions. 


Art.848. It is doubted whether a Jaundice 
always proceeds from an Obſtruction of Bile, 
becauſe there is no Bitterneſs in the Blood or 
Urine of ſuch Perſons: The Jaundice alſo may 
be bred without an Obſtruction of the Liver, 
as Sylvins teſtifies; and Obſtructions in the Li- 
ver do not always produce the Jaundice, as 
Ettmuller witneſſes.
